Under a new bifl announced today, people 
in Hongkong who sell or offer to sell an 


unroadworthy car can be fined 
and sent to gaol for six months.

The same sentence will be imposed upon anyone 
who makes a car unroadworthy before putting

And anyone who uses or 
allows an unroadworthy car 
on the rond will be liable to 
au fine of $500 and: three
